plain that Mrs. Aborn has not had a 
very easy life; and it is also qnite trne 
that Mr. Abom conld probably not 
have got a man to do the same work 
that she has done for the same pay. But 
is her case therefore one of hardbhip pe- 
enliar either to herself or to her sex? 
Let us see. She admits that she had 
nothing when she was married, in which 
she is like most women; and because 
she has nothing now, after all the thous- 
ands of chores she has done, she pro- 
claims to the world that she is under- 
paid. But why has she nothing more 
now than she had when she began mar- 
ried life? Simply because her husband 
has nothing more. If he has, then she 
has, or had before she left him. For 
herself and for her children she had a 
claim, enforcible by law upon any prop- 
erty that he possessed, and upon all 
the money that he hr.d earned. 
In 


every acre of ground that he ainy 
have acquired, she had a vested 
right 
of 
one - half, 
her 
title 
to 


which is not abrogated even by this 
desertion. Her husband was plainly an 
industrious farmer; suppose he were to 
enumerate by the thousand the plow- 
ings, the diggings, the hoeings, the hew- 
ing» of wood and the drawings of water, 
and all the various toilsome labors of a 
not rich farmer's life, the exposure 
through "3650 days" to the Summer's 
heat and Winter's cold, and all his thou- 
sands upon thousands of unmentioned 
chores— what would seem the profit ia 
L-is life, in every day's labor of which 
she had a direct interest? Wits he any 
better clothed or fed than she? Did he 
hire work for himself when he could do 
the work? From Mrs. Aborns' own con- 
fessions, we may be sure that he did not. 
And what then becomes of her formid- 
able statement? It is a cipher; it is at 
least balanced by one on the other side. 
But it is worthy of notice from the way 
in whioh it is set forth. She says, for 
example: "I have cleaned up and swept 
his house for him ever ten thousand 
times/' 
riiis regarding of a wife's 


household duties as so much work that 
she is doing for another person, who 
ought to pay her for it, is one of the most 
unreasonable as -well as most repulsive 
phaaea of the "advanced woman" move- 
ment. It not only ignores the fact that 
a wife has, by her rery wifely relation, a 
chum upon all h^r husband's property 
and earnings, and that she always shares 
— mn.>.t share— his prosperity, bat it 
seeks to reduce the relation of woman to 
man to one of mere greed of gain. We 
wonder that these ladies do not insist 
npon a wife's being paid so much apiece 
for her babies. 


Now as to the question. _What right 


baa a man to advertise a wife who de- 
serts him ? Setting aside considerations 
of taate, which will have n different 
operation in different social circles, ft 
man has the right to do this, for the 
very sufficient reason that while his wife 
is not at all responsible for his debts, 
he is responsible for hers. Women, and 
sometimes those who are not "advanced" 
are too apt to forget this— that all the 
responsibility of married life falls upon 
the man. No one except the husband 
can call the wife to ai count, or look to 
her as responsible for money er other- 
wise. This is as it s hould be, and as, 
for woman's sake, it must be; but it car- 
ries with it rights whiciare not to be set 
aside by thousands of chores, or even 
by half-dozens of <hildrcn.— JT. Y

weather yesterday, we paid n visit to the 
old cemetery, between Webster nnd Har- 
rison and Birney and Uelger streets. The 
sight wad ft strnngp one to «s. Almost 
in the heart, of a thriving population— 
within a circle of fashionable and cosily 
residences—lie the remains of some forty 
or fifty persons, long since placed under 
the earth, and whose memories have 
probably vanished from the minds of the 
friends who wept over the freshly-made 
graves of fifteen or twenty years since. 


Let us ascend the narrow path from 


Duvant street. We iirst stumblo upon a 
dilapidated enclosure, sonic 1:M5 feet, 
with no trace of a grave visible, except 
a simple slab of white pariau mnrble, iu 
a good state of preservation, nud appa- 
rently free from wind-rust. The stone 
had toppled over, but we read the fol- 
lowing inscription:

The slabs, if there were uuy, 
are gone-, and there are no indications 
left as to the identity of the silent sleep- 
ers. 
Near this is an enclosure, with a
